Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, US 5,904,737 to Preston et a/., fails to teach each and every 
limitation of the instant invention. Specifically, the Preston et al. reference fails to teach 
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or suggest the claimed dry cleaning operating method having the claimed combination 
of steps including equalizing the internal pressures of a first storage vessel and the 
cleaning vessel for the purpose of supplying a liquid dry cleaning medium from a 
second storage vessel to the cleaning vessel at similar pressure to minimize a 
temperature decrease that would require heating means, which is disclosed as an 
essential element of claimed invention, as described in independent claim 12 and 
Applicant's response filed 23 January 2004, pages 7-8. 

5. For at least the foregoing reasons, claims 12-15 & 18-23 (renumbered as claims 
1-10) are believed to recite patentable subject matter.
